The German Gigst. 

Whatever we may think of the ambitious 
schemes of the German Government, and 
the unscrupulous manner in which the 
plans of the great German Chancellor are 
carried out, we cannot but admire the ex- 
cellent management of the internal affairs 
of Germany. Particularly in money mate 
ters the German Government shows its 
ability, and the huge war indemnity which 
the Prussian bayonets, the needle gun, and 
MoLrEE's tactics extorted from France 
will not be suffered to lie idle long. Like 
a prudent financier, the Government has 
already drawn up a programme showing 
that the funds are to be disposed 
of in the most advantageous man- 
ner, and without eating up interest. 
For the sake of humanity we feel grat- 
ec that the first thought of the German 
statesmen was directed to those poor fel-~ 
lows and their relatives who purchased 
the victory and triumph of Germany, and 
with it the indemnity, with their blood 
and their limbs. Two hundred and forty 
millions of thalers have been set aside as 
an invalid and pension fund. It will be 
placed at a good rate of interest, and the 
sums which will ‘flow into the public 
treasury from these investments are to be 
applied to the support of the victims of 
the late war. This will be something 
new in Europe, and itis probable that 
foreign travelers will henceforth, at 
least in Germany, be spared the sight of 
brave old veteran cripples grinding organs 
or begging on the roadsides of countries 
in whose defense they have spilled their 
blood. 

Another new feature is the creation of 
a special war fund. While the invalid 
and pension fund provides for the vic 
tims of past struggles, the war fund 
looks forward to new combats. It is to 
be invested likewise at a good rate ot in- 
terest, and to be used for contingencies 
and in case of a sudden armament.

The rest of the indemnity will be di- 
vided among the different States of Ger- 
out their public debt, provided France 
shall be able to pay. Particularly North 
Germany, whose debt is comparatively 
smaller than that of the South German 
States, will almost clear herself. 

That this large general fund, the prop- 
erty of the empire in common, will

bers of a political body as strongly as 
common possessions, and it is a hard fate 
for France to be obliged to furnish the 
means. to put the finishing touch to the 
unification ot Germany, which she 80 des-

Intetligenee from Botetourt, Reck bridge. and 
the northern portion of Amherst 1s more favor- 
abie. Toe corn is generally looking remarka>ly 
well; wheat will make a full average yield, and 
the bay crop willbe a very larxe one. Ia many 
locajities in Botetourt and Amberst there is a 
very good prospect for tobacco, rye, oats, pota- 
toes, and fruit, and there is no doubt that the 
condition of the crops has been very gweverally 
exaggerated.—[Lynchburg Republican, Mth.

Here it was met by the female pupils 
of the school, standing in two rank, one on 
either side of the street, through which the 
columm passed, filing into the church. These 
little misses, about four handred, between the 
ages ef eight and ten, and all dressed in white, 
with gariands ontheir heads, closed the long 
on. The church was too full for all to 
und seats, and a great number had to stand 
most of the time inthe aisles. The procession 
carried, in front, a Ome banner, ornamenied on 
one side with a life-size jainting of Pope Pius 
and on the opposite the appropriate motto: “A 
Blessing onthe Holy Father.’’ Others carried 
likenesses of St. Anthony and St. Ladwicx. 

The mu:ic of the church choir througbout was 
e-pecialiy good, the choir numbering between 
twenty-five and thiriy. 

After ass: mbilng, Father Bonaventura Ham- 
mer, of St. Boniface Church, delivered a ols- 
course in German.
